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PAINT SHIELDS FOR LIGHT FIXTURES 

Abstract of the Disclosure 

Paint shields formed from relatively stiff but 
pliable material are configured to cover the transparent 
or translucent lenses of light fixtures so that frames of 
the fixtures which extend perimetrically about the lenses 
can be painted by brush, by roller or by spray without 
getting paint on the lenses. Edge regions of the paint 
shields are configured to be inserted between the frames 
and the lenses, and central regions of the paint shields 
preferably are transparent or translucent to permit light 
from the fixtures to pass through the installed paint 
shields. Peripheral regions of the shields preferably are 
provided with visible guide formations or may be scored or 
perforated to facilitate trimming the shields to fit small 
and undersized fixtures. Central portions may be designed 
to fold away from other portions of the shields to stiffen 
the installed shields to minimize sagging.
